Rome, July 28. By the Death of Cardinal Bonzi, 
which is notified to the Pope, a 12th Place is become 
vacant in the Sacred College. On the 22d the Pope 
entred into the 55th Year of his Age, and receiv'd 
the Compliments of all the Forreign Minifters re- 
fiding at this Court, on that Occafion. The King 
of France has remitted 50000 Crowns towards Sa- 
tisfaction for the Damage done by his Troops while 
they were in the Ferrareze. | 

Mantua, July 28. The Body of Troops pofted at. 
San Benedetto, is ftrengthen’d by the Forces that 
were pofted at Guerra d’Adda. The Spanith Troops 
garrifon’d in the Caftle of Milan, are march’d out 
to joyn the Army of the 2 Crowns likewife, which 
is very much weaken’d by the Detachment with 
which the Duke of Vendome is march’d towards 
the Trentin. They write from Milan, that there is 
atalk of fending a certain Quantity of Ammunition 
and Provifions to Seravalle ; and a Reinforcement 
of Men to Final, fearing the Englifh and Dutch Fleet 
will vific that Place. 

Trent, Auguft1s5. General Guttenftein has pre- 
vented the Enemy, and pofted Men in the narrow 
Paffages; This City has a free Communication 


with his Army, isin a good Condition of Defence, 


and in no fear of being vifited by the Enemy. 

Munich, July 18. The Bavarian Officer who fur- 
tendred Ehrenberg, nam’d Heyton, having been 
try'd by a Council of War, and convicted of having 
been wanting to his Duty, was Beheaded in the 
Camp at Seefeld ; At the =i time a Captain who 
ferv'd under him, and was found to have misbehav’d 
himfelf likewife, had his Sword broken over his 
Head, and was turn’d out of the Army. 

Swabia, Auguft20. Ehrenberg being recover'd 
frem the Bavarians, the Paffage from Tyrol to Italy 
Sagain open, and the Pofts pafs and repafs as for- 
merly. The Imperialifts are retrenching themfelves 
aZirl; and ‘tis very probable the Elector cf Ba- 
Varia will make no further Efforts on Tyrol; the 
rather, becaufe the Duke of Vendome having met 
With creat Refiftance at Arco, and not being able 
‘0 advance further; is march’d back to Italy. The 
Fortrefs of Kufftein is fo clofely block’d up by the 
Peafants, that nothing can get out or in, and the 
Gatrifon being in want of Provifions, ’tis hoped they 
will foon be Mafters of ir.

Letters from Bolzano of the 13th advife, That 
the French wefe not :hen advanc’d into the Trentin 5 
that a Confpiracy had been difcover’d, to deliver 
the Cicy of Trent into the Hands of the French ;

Let- 
ters from the Danube advife, that as foon as the 
8 Batrallions of Dutch Auxiliaries have joyn’d the 
Body of Troops commanded by the Count de la 
Tour lying at Ridlingen, the Allies will begin to act 
vigoroully.

‘being adjudg’d lawful Prizes. Further, in cafe 
* any Ships of thofe Towns are now in the Havens 
‘ under your Jurifdiction, his Majefty’s Pleafure is, 
‘ that you caufe them to be feiz’d. ;

Hague, Auguft 28. Six of thofe Burghers of Amers- 
foort who were excepted out of the Amnefty granted _ 
to the r¢ft that were concern’d in the late Commo- 
tions inthat Town, have been condemn’d to pay 
each a Fine of 500 Florins, and having paid it are 
fet at Liberty. But 3 others, viz. The Burgher- 
Mafter Tekman, and Meffieurs van Houten and 
Saap, will, ‘tis thought, be punifh’d with Death.

The Weft-India Pacquet- 
Boar, Captain Richard Simpfon Commander, took 
in his paffage a French Prize on the Banks of New- 
foundiand, but in his way from thence he loft her 
again. This day came in here the Three Hand 
Granadoes of Rotterdam from Cruifing on the French 
Coaft, where fhe took 12 Prizes, 7 of which fhe 
funk, and the other 5 fent for Holland.
